Repnin. The Court has publifhed a Detail of the 
Advantages gained by the Prince of lt Deffau in 
Sileha; and Yefterday, in the Evening, the Margrave 
Charles fet out for that Army, where be is to command 
a feparate Body of Troops. According to all Appear- 
ance, the Desth of his Imperial Majefty will not much 
alter the Refolutions of our Court. 

Munich, ‘Fanuary 29. On the 25th, at Five in the 
Afternoon, the Corps of his Imperial Majefty was in- 
terr’d with all imaginible Ceremony. The Condué 
of our Court, fince his Death, is extremely clofe and 
refery'd.
